May it please Yohb Excellency : 

We have the honour to submit to you our Thirty-ninth Annual 
Report on the Dublin Hospitals which receive grants from 
Parliament, showing their condition and operation for the year 
ended 31st March, 1897. 

These are : — 

1. Westmorland Look Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. 

a. Hardwieke Fever Hospital. 

b. Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’s Hospital. , 

4. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary, 

6. Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital ; and 

9. Royal Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion 

of the Coneordatum Fund. 

Our inspections were made as heretofore without any previous 
notification to the officials of the several Hospitals. On these 
occasions we carefully inquired into the condition of each Hospital 
to ascertain if the buildings w ere in good order and if due care 
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had been bestowed on ventilation, drainage, cleanliness, and the 
proportion of inmates to space. 

We examined the dietaries in use, and the manner of serving 
the food to the patients, and inquired into the nursing arrange- 
ments, and such other matters as might assist us to form a 
judgment as to the management of these Hospitals, and report 
thereon in accordance with the Act 19 and 20 Vic., cap. 110. 

It has been frequently stated that the number of Hospitals in 
Dublin is excessive, and that both efficiency and economy would 
be subserved if a concentration of Hospital work were elfected 
either by the amalgamation of institutions or, by the substitution 
for them of two or three large Hospitals. 

We have inquired how far such suggestion is supported by a 
comparison of the working of the Hospital relief in Dublin and 
elsewhere, and we are gratified to be able to report, that such 
comparison is, in all respects, favourable to the Dublin system. 

This subject may be considered from the points of view of— 

A. Efficiency for sick poor relief. 

B. Capacity for clinical medical teaching. 

C. Economy of administration. 



A. As regards efficiency for sick poor relief, we believe we may 
claim for the Dublin Hospitals a maximum of efficiency with a 
minimum of expenditure. 

In Dublin the demand for patients’ accommodation is almost 
always in excess of the capacity of the institution or its funds, 
and it, therefore, becomes necessary for the Medical Staff to make 
careful selection of patients in order that preference may be given 
to urgent eases, to patients for operation, and to such others as 
cannot be treated outside. Moreover, in Dublin the system of 
admitting patients to Hospital upon the order of a subscriber to 
the funds of the institution scarcely exists, although, no doubt, the 
recommendation coming from such a source has its proper 
influence upon the Medical Officer, and for this reason the Medi- 
cal Officers are free to a greater extent than in other centres, 
to select for admission the patients whose eases most need treat- 
ment as interns. Furthermore, inasmuch as room must he made 
for claimants, patients are not retained in Hospital for a longer 
period than is absolutely necessary to their recovery. In other 
cities where 500 to 700 beds are available in a single Hospital 
much of the accommodation of the institution is occupied by 
patients of the chronic or less urgent type, who thus absorb the 
bed accommodation which would in Dublin be devoted to patients 
whose condition demands immediate and decisive treatment. 

For these reasons we believe that a much larger amount of 
charitable relief, relatively, is afforded by the small Dublin 
Hospitals than by the very large and richly endowed Hospitals 
of other cities.

B. As regards effieiencyfor the education of the student opinions 
may differ respecting the competency of the medium-sized Dublin 
Hospitals as compared with that of the large Hospitals elsewhere, 
but, on the whole, it seems to us that the balance of advantage lies 
with the Dublin system. It is true that particular forms of rare 
disease can be better studied when accumulated in a large Hospital, 
and it will be admitted that for the Physician or Surgeon in active 
practice and for the enlightenment of the medical profession 
afterwards, such accumulation affords valuable facilities for study- 
ing special diseases ; but it seems to us that for the education of 
the student, the facility of observing a great variety of diseases 
of not uncommon occurrence, and of noting the methods of treat- 
ment by various masters more than counterbalances this advan- 
tage. 

In Dublin, moreover, the educational system is such that the 
student is in no way bound to attend for more chan one year any 
Hospital, and is free to select his teachers at each stage of his 
education. This freedom of selection for the student is of the 
greatest possible value, for it engenders a most healthy com- 
petition between the teachers who are thus stimulated to present 
for acceptance the best possible instruction. 

C. As regards economy of administration, the contrast of 
eight Dublin Hospitals under our supervision with those else- 
where is greatly to the advantage of Dublin. To illustrate this 
fact, two general Hospitals, two Lying-in Hospitals, one Fever 
Hospital, one Ophthalmic Hospital, and one Look Hospital, have 
been selected from London for comparison with similar institutions 
in Dublin, the special function and the bed accommodation of 
each being as nearly as possible the same as in the Dublin 
Hospitals (the Hospital for Incurables being, for obvious reasons, 
excluded from the calculation). 

By this comparison it is shown that the average outlay per bed 
for the year ending 31st March, 1897, for everything, except 
building and furnishing, was, for the Dublin Hospitals, £49, 
and for London, £108 10s. 0 d., from which it appears that the 
Hospitals under the control of our Board maintain each of their 
beds at a cost less than half that incurred by Hospitals elsewhere 
for exactly similar purposes. To extend the comparison further — 
the three London general Hospitals cost £97 15s. OcZ. per bed, 
the three Dublin general Hospitals £49 3s. 4^c?. 

The two London Lying-in Hospitals cost £142 7s. lid. per bed, 
against £67 17s. 2 \d. per bed for the two Dublin institutions. 

The one London Fever Hospital cost £161 14s. OcL per bed, 
against £36 9s. 2d. for Dublin. 

The London Ophthalmic Hospital cost £82 per bed, against 
£33 7s. 9 \d. for Dublin, and the London Lock Hospital cost 
£47 15s. 0 d., against £40 13s. 0 d. for Dublin.

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A further analysis of the cost of large Hospitals outside 
Dublin would seem to indicate that Hospitals containing 500 to 
600 beds are relatively not cheaper to work than smaller institu- 
tions, for we find that several of the largest Hospitals in London 
are also the most expensive calculated upon bed cost. 

We fully recognise the fact that if cheapness of bed cost were 
purchased in Dublin by undue economy in food, medical com- 
forts, nursing or any other item of outlay which is directly 
for the sustainment or effectual treatment of the siok — such 
economy would be to the discredit of the Dublin system, but we 
find from a comparison of the actual cost of such items both in 
Dublin and elsewhere that the total cost per bed is not, to any 
considerable extent, determined by the outlay upon the patient 
but by the outlay on establishment charges. In Dublin, for 
instance, the cost for maintenance (i.e-, provisions, groceries, 
stimulants, drugs, medical appliances, and clothing) averages 
almost exactly £17 10s. per bed, the maximum (£24 Is. 0 id.) 
at Steevens’s Hospital, and the minimum (£11 5s. 4 d.) at the 
Cork-street Hospital, a variation from the average of not more 
than £6 10s. per bed per annum. It is not possible to compare

justly the maintenance cost of London Hospitals with those of 
Dublin, because the items classed under that head are not 
identical in each, hut we have the authority of Burdett’s 
“ Hospitals and Charities” fox- the statement “that the cost of 
the patients’ diet in the London General Hospitals where the 
accounts for the household are kept entirely distinct shows an 
almost identical average one with another," that average being 
about £15 — even lower than that of the Dublin Hospitals. It is 
therefore obvious that the commendable economy which marks 
the administration of Dublin Hospitals is effected, not by limiting 
the patient in any necessary for his nourishment, comfort, and 
recovery, but by the exercise of much care in restricting the 
number of officials, the amount of their salaries, &c., and by the 
gratuitous services rendered by the Governors in the working of 
the Dublin Hospital system. 

The various Statistical and other Tables in Appendices will be 
found similar in character to those that have hitherto appeared 
in regular annual sequence, but at the same time indicative of 
the relative changes and results in the operation of the different 
institutions. 

The financial accounts are rendered on a uniform system, so 
that it can he seen whether any Hospital is extravagant in its 
expenditure as compared with others. 

On the 1st of April, 1896, there remained 925 patients in these 
Hospitals under the supervision of our Board. 

The number admitted during the year was 11,990, making the 
whole number under treatment 12,915, of whom 639 died, and 
11,343 left the wards either cured or relieved, or were discharged 
for other causes. 

Nine hundred and thirty-three patients remained under treat- 
ment in these Hospitals on the 31st March, 1897. 

Exclusive of incurables, the mortality was 5 per cent, on those 
treated to a termination. 

The total daily average number of beds occupied in these 
Hospitals throughout the year was 98116. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient under treatment 
(omitting the patients in the Royal Hospital for Incurables) 
averaged 24'35 days. 

Appendix. — Table No. I shows a list of diseases of patients 
treated in the several Hospitals and the number that died of any 
particular disease during the year ended 31st March, 1897. 

Table No, 2 shows the average cost per bed occupied 
throughout the year ending 31st March, 1897, for maintenance 
and for establishment, and for both, exclusive of buildings and 
furniture.

Lock Hospital. 

On the day of inspection we found the wards clean and orderly. 
The beds and bedding were properly attended to, and the personal 
appearance of the patients was satisfactory. We ascertained that 
each ward had a proper supply of towels for the use of the 
patients, and that those who are unable to perforin ablution in 
the lavatories are attended each morning by a nurse who is 
responsible for their personal cleanliness. We examined the 
various samples of food, which were of excellent quality, and the 
cooking and the distribution of diets were conducted according 
to regulation. The Matron, who discharges her duties with much 
zeal, continues to exercise a judicious avoidance of irksome dis- 
cipline in the management of the inmates, and no patient was 
discharged during the year for insubordination. 

We were pleased to find that the Governors during the past 
year have erected a new copper boiler, enabling an abundant 
supply of hot water to he obtained at all hours. The three 
porcelain washing troughs which have also been erected in the 
laundry are found, to be a great improvement. 

All the wards and the officers’ quarters have been painted and 
whitened. 

We think it worthy of consideration, if it could be so arranged, 
to allow former patients to attend the Hospital as extern patients, 
to receive advice and medicine, and thereby ensure a continuity 
of treatment. 

Although the number of patients annually treated is large, 
there have been few deaths, but it must be observed that the 
mortality from syphilis is not so much from those who acquire 
the disease as from those who inherit it. 

This Hospital, owing to its position and inherent defects, can 
never look bright or cheerful. In a previous Report we ventured 
to suggest the expediency of having the Institution removed 
to a more favourable site, and to a less densely populated neigh- 
bourhood, where available ground could be secured for suggested 
improvements to be carried out, and where the patients might 
have the advantage of fresh air and exercise. 

As on former occasions we endeavoured to ascertain if there 
existed any reasonable or well-founded objection to thelnstitution, 
or if there was any want of kindness on the part of nurses or 
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attendants, or if the dietary was objected to. In reply to our 
interrogations no complaints were made. 

There were 77 patients in this Institution on the 1st of April, 
1896 ; 886 were admitted, and 14 infants were born in the house 
during the year ; 393 were discharged ; 14 died ; and 70 remained 
on the 31st March, 1897. 

The mortality was 3‘44 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 49'67 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 64-92. 



Steevens’s Hospital, 

The condition of this Hospital on the day of inspection was 
satisfactory, the buildings being in good repair, and the 
sewerage said to be efficient. The patients are treated with 
care and attention, and order and regularity prevail. The various 
samples of food, including beef tea, milk, bread, &c., which we 
examined, were found without exception of good quality, and as 
far as we could judge the cooking was satisfactory. 

We Observed with pleasure a new hydraulic lift recently erected 
from the basement to the top landing, which will enable the 
dinners to be served hot to the patients in the wards and will 
much economise labour. 

Since our last visit a valuable addition to the equipment of the 
Hospital has been made by the construction of a suitable post- 
mortem room. The mortuary which adjoins it deserves special 
notice for the excellence of its arrangements and artistic design. 
Considerations of this kind show respect to the feelings of the 
friends of deceased patients, and are calculated to lead the public 
to place confidence in the general management of the Hospital. 

We were glad to be informed that the nursing department under 
the highly trained and experienced Superintendent continues to 
give satisfaction. In addition to an efficient staff being maintained 
for the service of the Medical and Surgical Wards, there is also a 
School for the training of Probationers in accordance with the 
most modern methods of practice. Systematic courses of lectures 
are delivered by the Physicians and Surgeons, and on the com- 
pletion of the third year, Candidates are granted the Hospital 
diploma if they can pass an examination in the subjects taught. 

We have made many suggestions which have been adopted and 
carried into effect, so far as monetary resources would admit, 
those not yet acted on will we feel sure receive due consideration 
from the authorities. 

As in other Hospitals, we have not omitted here to inquire 
into the system of management, and have been informed that 
the Matron is invariably present on the delivery of the provisions ; 
she orders the meat from day to day, sees that it is of good 
quality, supplied according to contract, and that the weight is 
correct. She has the direct supervision of the kitchen, and sees 
that the food is properly cooked and served at the stated hours.

As the average cost per boil for maintenance appeared rather 
high for tire year ending 31st March, 1896, we requested the 
Managing Committee to inquire into this matter, with the view 
that the expenditure may be reduced if practicable, without 
interfering with the medical treatment or comfort of the patients. 

On the 1st of April, 1896, 114. patients remained in Hospital ; 
1,269 were admitted during the year; 1,236 were discharged; 43 
died ; and 104 remained at the close of the year. 

The mortality was 3’86 per cent, on the total treated to a 
termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 27'12 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 10274. 



The Meath Hospital. 

This Hospital is managed with much earnestness, and we are 
glad to add, with gratifying success. Every department appears 
to have been maintained in an efficient state during the year. 

We visited with pleasure the detached building recently 
erected for the isolation and treatment of cases of infectious 
disease. It contains 44 beds, and each of the large wards is pro- 
vided with a verandah. Bathrooms and lavatories are also on 
each landing, and there is suitable accommodation for the 
nursing staff 

In the main Hospital three of the old baths have been replaced 
by porcelain enamelled Stonebridge fire-clay baths at a cost of 
£70 15s. The accident dressing-room for extern cases has been 
tiled, provided with new apparatus, and painted, at a cost of 
£85. 

A memorial fund, amounting to £500, having been subscribed 
to perpetuate the memory of the late Sir George Porter, it was 
decided to endow a bed, to be named'the “ Porter Memorial Bed," 
which was formally opened in November last by His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant and Countess Cadogan. We have been 
informed that the Standing Committee have in contemplation 
for some time past the intention of erecting a new operating 
theatre, in keeping with modern requirements ; and a new male 
accident ward, and also the remodelling of the laundry. The 
want of the necessary funds alone prevents these important 
improvements being at once commenced. 

There were 101 patients in this Hospital at the commencement 
of the year ; 1,470 were admitted ; 1,383 discharged ; 74 died ; 
and 114 remained on the 31st March, 1897. 

The mortality was 5 '08 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged. 22'66 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 97‘55. 
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Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

We are glad to report that this Hospital Is fulfilling in an 
eminent degree the purpose for which it was established, and 
that it continues to call for and to merit the hearty sympathy 
and support of the public. Everything that was seen gave 
evidence that the wants of the patients are carefully attended to, 
and that they are kindly and skilfully treated. We found the 
samples offoodofgood quality, and the kitchen accommodation 
and cooking arrangements sufficient. 

From the returns furnished to us, it appears that many 
patients admitted during the year were not suffering from in- 
fectious fever, and therefore not fit for a special fever hospital, hut 
would more properly be subjects for treatment in a general 
hospital. This may be explained by the difficulty which is 
sometimes experienced in discriminating, in the early stages, cases 
of true fever, small-pox, scarlatina, &c., from those diseases 
which resemble them. 

By transferring patients to the Convalescent Home recently . 
established in connection with this Hospital a number of beds in 
the wards will he set free, and more extended accommodation 
will he available for the admission of acute cases. 

At the commencement of the year 120 remained in the 
Hospital ; 2,632 were admitted ; 2,320 were discharged ; 280 
died; and 152 remained on the 31st March, 1897. 

The mortality was 10'76 per cent, on those treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 193*48, and 
the time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 25*66 days. 

House of Industry Hospitals. 

These Hospitals are conducted in all departments with care and 
ability. 

On inspection we found the sanitary arrangements carefully 
attended to, and the air throughout the buildings free from taint. * 
The wards were bright and cheerful, the bed-clothes were fre- 
quently changed, and we were informed that the mattresses were 
disinfected and re-made from time to time. The patients receive 
not only skilful medical treatment, hut they are also nursed with 
great care and kindness. 

We ascertained that Miss M'Donnell discharges with marked 
zeal the duties of Matron and Superintendent of Nurses. We 
found the hospital stores in her custody, under lock and key, 
arranged with order and neatness. Strict economy is evidently 
kept in view, and nothing is permitted to be lost or wasted. 

The various financial accounts which we examined appeared to 
be well and accurately kept, and are checked regularly by the 
Governors at their monthly meetings. As medical instruction 
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were glad to find the teaching staff had recently been strength- 
ened by the appointment of a Physician who had been previously 
connected with another metropolitan hospital. 

We perceived that the medical cases were carefully recorded 
for future reference, but we failed to find a laboratory properly 
equipped for pursuing scientific work. This defect merits the 
attention of the Governors. 

During the year a large number of patients, affected with 
measles and scarlatina, had been treated in the Hardwicks 
Hospital, where the strictest r-ules continue in force for the com- 
plete segregation of patients, nurses, and servants. 

We examined the surgical appliances and the instruments under 
the care of the Resident Surgeon, and found them in good 
order and well arranged, and we were informed that at all times 
care is taken to be prepared for an emergency in case of poisoning, 
and that tire various antidotes and all necessary apparatus are 
kept for immediate use, as an adjunct to which provision we 
suggest that a toxicological chart should be hung up in a con- 
spicuous place, which would show at a glance the antidotes and 
the appropriate measures to he adopted in ease of poisoning. 

We had the pleasure of inspecting the plans of the new Rich- 
mond Hospital, which is to replace the old building, at an 
estimated cost of £25,000. The beds will be allotted to surgical 
cases only, and we are assured that the building, including the 
operating theatre, is to be constructed on the most approved 
principles. 

The erection of this building and other contemplated improve- 
ments could not he carried out, were it not that the Governors 
had gradually purchased up all the land between the Whitworth 
Hospital and North Brunswick-street, formerly occupied by dairy 
cattle yards, manure heaps, and some objectionable trades ; by 
this judicious process the former insanitary surroundings of the 
Hospitals have been entirely removed. There remain now only 
the empty spaces which these establishments formerly occupied, 
the ground being at present available for the construction of as 
fine an Hospital as could he desired, with open space round it 
for recreation and exercise of the patients. If the wealthy 
citizens of Dublin could see their way to supply the funds for 
building this new Hospital, they would he conferring an everlasting 
benefit upon the sick poor of Dublin. 

Hakdwicke Hospital. 

Forty-six patients remained in this Hospital on the 1st April, 
1896 ; 967 were admitted during the year ; 902 were discharged; 
63 died ; giving a mortality of 6’52 per cent, on 965, the total 
number of cases treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 74-42, and the time spent in Hospital by each patient 
averaged 26-81 days. 
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Whitwokth Hospital. 

On the 1st April, 1896, 44 patients remained in Hospital; 647 
wereadmitted; 589 were discharged; 51 died ; giving a mortality 
of /'97 per cent, on th° ^tal number of cases treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 42 21 ; and the time spent in Hospital by each patient 
under treatment averaged 22-29 days. 

Richmond Hospital. 

There were 68 patients in this Hospital when the year 
commenced ; 741 were admitted ; 705 were discharged ; 41 died ; 
giving a mortality of 5'50 per cent, on 746 cases treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied in the year was 
56-29 ; and the time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 
25-40 days. 



Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

It is impossible to visit this Hospital without being forcibly 
struck with the structural improvements which havo recently 
been carried out, and which largely tend to the patients’ better 
treatment and to their increased comfort. 

On inspection we found order, neatness, and cleanliness to 
prevail throughout the Institution. The labour wards were 
well ventilated, and systematically emptied iu rotation for 
thorough purification and exposure to air and sunlight, a matter 
of great importance in obviating the danger of a gradual con- 
tamination of the building. We are glad to mention that in this 
department the mortality has been reduced to a minimum, which 
is to be ascribed to the improved sanitary precautions taken, and 
to the scientific use of antiseptics. 

We found the provisions of good quality, and the cooking 
satisfactory. 

The linen-room, which is placed in the basement, appeared to 
us deficient in light and ventilation, and we hope that a suitable 
apartment may be provided with more available space for 
mending, classification, and issuing of ward-linen. 

On the 1st April, 1896, there were 41 patients in the 
labour wards ; 1,831 were admitted during the year ; 1,605 were 
discharged after delivery ; 239 were discharged not having been 
delivered ; 2 died ; and 29 remained in the Hospital at the end of 
the year. 

Thirty-seven patients remained in the auxiliary or chronic 
department on the 1st April, 1896, 536 were admitted ;526 dis- 
charged ; 15 died in the year ended 31st March, 1897, and t>2 then 
remained. 
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The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour eases was 42'46, and that of the chronic class 
34 37. 

The time spent in Hospital by labour cases averaged 8'26 
days, and that by the chronic class 21 9 days. 

The mortality in the labour wards, deducting non-parturient 
eases, was O'] 2 per cent., and that of the chronic class 2'77 per 
cent, 

Ooombe Lying-in Hospital. 

This Hospital continues to be worked efficiently. We found 
the wards clean and well ventilated, but requiring renovation 
and painting. 

The patients were well cared, the various samples of food 
were of good quality, and the cooking was satisfactory. 

Wa were glad to be informed that the sanitary condition of 
the building was satisfactory, and that no disease resulting from 
defective hospital hygiene had appeared during the year. 
The most careful antiseptic precautions are carried out in the 
wards ; printed rules are hung up requiring students to perform 
ablution, and use disinfectants previous to examining patients. 
These sanitary arrangements have proved so successful, that 
no outbreak of puerperal fever bas occurred in the Hospital 
for several years. In addition to the labour patients admitted 
to the wards, a large number of cases treated in the gynecological 
department shows how considerably it contributes to the relief 
of poor women affected with very serious acute and chronic 
. diseases, and how much it must be a means of imparting practical 
information to students who attend the clinical teaching. Since 
our last inspection the entrance hall has been laid with handsome 
tesselated pavement which adds much to appearance and 
cleanliness. 

Eleven labour patients remained in Hospital on the 1st April, 
1896 ; 544 were admitted during the year ; 418 were discharged ; 
128 were discharged not having been delivered ; and 9 remained 
on the 31st March, 1897. 

Thirteen patients remained in the chronic wards on the 1st 
April, 1896 ; 208 were admitted ; 205 were discharged ; 5 died ; 
and 11 remained at the close of the year. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 1T83, and that by chronic cases 13 04. 

The time spent in Hospital by labour patients averaged 7'77 
days, and that by the chronic class 21'54 days. 

The mortality of patients admitted to the chronic' wards was 
2'38 on those treated to a termination. No death occurred in the 
labour wards during the year. 

The Royal Hospital fob Incubables. 

The history of this Institution is marked by continued progress 
and improvement ; it is maintained in excellent order, and the 
patients are treated with great kindness and consideration. 
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Strict care with reference to the funds of the Hospital has been 
exercised in every department, without impairing the efficiency or 
usefulness of the charity. 

Everything that was seen during our inspection reflects most 
creditably on all concerned in the management. 

We were much pleased with the balcony over the Woman’s 
Day-room, which is a favourite resort of the female patients. It 
is sheltered from the weather by a glass roof and by glazed sides 
and fronts. This was provided by the kindness of Thomas A. 
Farrell, Esquire, who also presented the handsome collection of 
exotic and other plants for the embellishment of this ambulatory. 

We observed that since our last visit some of the corridors, and 
several of the wards, especially those allotted to cancer cases, have 
been painted and renovated. Gas brackets have been fixed over 
the fire-places in each ward, for the greater convenience of the 
patients while reading during the long winter evenings. 

A very complete gas cooking range having all the latest im- 
provements has been obtained, This is intended for use during 
the weekly cleaning of the large central range, and also as an 
alternative in case of the latter being out of repair. 

The scullery has been effectively improved by the use of 
enamelled tiling for a portion of the walls, and by the substitution 
of porcelain troughs for old and worn-out stone ones. 

Two hundred and two patients remained in Hospital on the 1st 
April, 1896 ; 67 eases were admitted ; 18 were discharged, 
resigned, or went out ou pension ; 51 died during the year ; and 
205 remained on the 81st March, 1S97. 

The mortality was 79'70 per cent, on the total number of cases 
treated to a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 273 75 
days. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 201 To, 

St. Make’s Ophthalmic Hospital. 

This Institution is managed with much abilityand conscientious- 
ness, but until the new Hospital is built and ready for the recep- 
tion of patients, many of the difficulties which at present embarrass 
the administration will continue. The Governors have been most 
energetic in their efforts to forward, the amalgamation with the 
National Eye and Ear Infirmary, and a Bill is being brought into 
Parliament to enable this object to be carried out. 

The patients receive every care and attention, but the wards 
are overcrowded. 

An excellent dinner was served to the patients during our 
visit : it consisted of roast mutton and potatoes, well cooked 
and abundant. 

The tabular statement of the diseases for which jmtients were 
admitted, and operations performed, will be found in Appendix, 
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and. exemplify the confidence placed in the Hospital as shown by 
the large amount of work performed by the Surgical Staff 
On the 1st April, 1896, 48 patients were in the Hospital ; 678 
were admitted during the year ; 681 were discharged ; and 46 
then remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 461, and the time spent in Hospital by each patient 
averaged 230 7 days. 

No death occurred in the Hospital during the year.
